The application concerns a boat. 



Document DE3443137 is considered the prior art 
closest to the subject matter of claim 1 and 
discloses a boat with a bow region that comprises 
two wedge-shape guide elements and a rotatable 
drive unit fitted therebetween. 



In the aforementioned boat, the bow drives the 
water predominantly outwards and to the side, 
which in the case of a river boat may cause damage 
to the bank. 



That problem is solved by the features of the 
newly submitted claim 1, namely by the arrangement 
of a base area in the form of a horizontal wedge 
between the two guide elements at the side of the 
bow . 



Such a combination of features is neither 
described nor suggested by the available prior 
art. The application therefore meets the 
requirements for novelty and inventive step (PCT
